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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to AF Amendment 

1 . This action is a brief courtesy response to argument/s advanced by applicant in a 
response filed on 8/20/07, in response to a final action. 

2. This action is an advisory action. 

REMARKS 

With regard to claim 7, 15 and 25, applicant asserts that the combination of 
Seppala et al., Abramov et al. and Crilly, Jr. et al. does not disclose or suggest 
"receiving capability data carried by at least some of a plurality of beacons transmitted 
by a corresponding plurality of Wireless Access Points (WAPs) of WLAN, wherein the 
capability data indicates whether a corresponding access point is capable of directional 
antenna servicing; processing received capability data to select a desired WAP of the 
plurality of WAPs", as claimed in amended independent claims 7, 15 and 25. However, 
Crilly, Jr. et al. teaches (see fig. 1 , for instance) CPEs (wireless/mobile devices) 
receiving data (among others) antenna pointing direction information (which is antenna 
direction capability information) from routing devices 102a and 102b (which can be 
considered APs). The APs are capable of directional/adaptive antenna. Furthermore, 
considering APs 102a and 10b (in view of each other), which are capable of directional 
antenna and collect information (via a receiver), process the information and use it for 
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better/or optimal directivity to transmit the signal/beam. Whether the APs are capable of 
directional antenna is obvious from a received directional signal/beam. As to whether 
the signal is a beacon, Crilly is not specific. However, the signal/s used by Crilly for 
transmitting antenna pointing data/information is functionally equivalent with the claimed 
beacon. This is so, because the claims do not show criticality as to why it should be a 
beacon and how that beacon is different from the signal provided in Crilly's reference.
